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Dislocated Elbo Discovered at 
Lakeland Florida 


Could be work of exiled ruler?

So mine isn’t a BO or Bert. Maybe the art 
work is a little,, ah,, simple or,, ah,, plain. (Crude, 
O.K.!!) But it does have prestige and international 
flare. No ordinary BO. No sir re-BO! I mean re 
Bob. Not mine! "I" have, in hand, an "El BO!" 
With a traceable heritage. A "Blueblood" line of 
royalty no less! And a Bullfighter! Read on. 

My EI BO was rescued from obscurity during 
the Lakeland Florida Coin Show September last. 
At first glance the art work resembles that of a 
Matador. Research proved my assumption... 
somewhat. 

The coin’s condition before carving, perhaps 
XF. Key words are easy. Espana, Cinco, 
Centimos. Spain of course! Five and Cents! It’s 
a Spanish nickel! The date, however, fell victim to 
the graver’s tool and rendered it dateless. Not a 
trace. 

At this point, due largely to the condition of the 
coin I suppose, the assumption was made that it 
was of a current mintage. Bodacious mistake! Not 
until researching every at-one-time-or-another 
Spanish ruled country from Argentina to a Leper 
colony in Venezuela did the idea dawn. Return to 
Spain and go beyond the Republic era [1931 - 
1939] and into Revolutionary coinage. 

Sure ‘nuff, there it is. Bronze, three years of 
issue, catalog value, 12 bucks. Re-BO-search is 
now becoming fun! New clues and more key 
words. Alfons? XII. Looking behind the brim, it 
becomes Alfonso. Turns out there were 13 
Alfonsos, not all rulers. Number XII ruled Spain 
from 1874 to 1885. The coin, however was only 
minted from 1877 to 1879. 
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The mint mark! I almost forgot! Thank you 
Chester Krause and Clifford Mishler for the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins. On the reverse, 
below the coat of arms, are the letters OM. These 
are the initials of mint officials NOT the mint 
mark. Instead midway near the denticle on either 
side are two eight pointed stars pinpointing the 
origin of minting to be Barcelona, Spain. 

BOna fied facts. Alfonso XII was proclaimed 
King on Christmas Eve and the Republic again 
returned to a Monarchy. Interesting to note, the 
posthumous son [born after death of the father] of 
Al the 12th became Alfonso the 13th and wound 
up being exiled. 

Alfonso XII was minted clean cut and 
truncated. [Shortened, without shoulders.] The 
engraver, after installing shoulders of course, 
draped Al in the traditional gold and silver brocade 
"traje de luces" of the “Matador de toros." For 
those of you that own ordinary Bo originals this 


means "suit of lights" and "professional, 
experienced bullfighter."

The strange part of the engraving is that such a 
jacket is only worn by the Matador himself, the "El 
Bo" of the bullfight. Such a traditional costume 
should then be accented by specific head gear. A 
heavy hat of ornate design resembling the bull, with 
a black cockade [ribbon] is expected. Instead Al’s 
sombrero is of the gaucho style worn by the 
cowboy of Spain. The dome shaped hat is 
complete with a studded or braided chin strap. On 
the left, almost hidden, a plume or perhaps a 
corsage garnishes the wide upturned brim. This 
type headdress proves him a Picador, the 
horseman. 

Under the hat on the back of the head the hair 
is fashioned in a knot. Perhaps this manor of 
fashion is meant to be a turned up "queue," 
representing the tail of the bull. Today’s hairstyles 
refer to this knot as a "chignon." 

Research revealed the purpose for the Picador 
and his performance is to weaken the bull’s neck 
muscles. He does this from the back of a heavily 
padded and BLINDFOLDED horse by repeatedly 
prodding about the bull’s neck and shoulders with 
a lance. The result is the head and horns hang 
lower and therefore pose a greater menacing threat 
to the Matador. 

Many other interesting discoveries were made 
while researching my "El Bo." Exciting histories and 
colorful cultures were exposed that under ordinary 
conditions, well, perhaps those doors would have 
never been opened to me. For example, do you 
know when bullfights started or how long it has 
been popular? Do you know if there were ever any 
bullfights in the United States? How many "Plaza 
de toros" (bullrings) in Spain? Or why did Spain 
cease to be a world power anyway. I gained these 
bits and pieces of knowledge and more! Where? 
From getting to know my El BO of course!

DEL "SLICKROCK" ROMINES WRITES... 


Apparently “Mess Cook" was hitched up with 
someone other than the “Bert" in my book. [See article 
in **Bo Tales** Vol. 2 No. 1, April 1993] He claims to 
have hitched up with Bert in mid 1933, and traveled 
with him until Fall of 1933. This could not have been 
Bertrand "Bert" Wiegand. Late in the Fall of 1932, Bert 
was arrested in Georgia, and spent one full year on the 
Georgia Chain Gang. He was released in late Fall 1933. 
I doubt seriously if "Mess Cook" could have mixed up 
his dates, as graduation year is something which most 
people do not forget. 

According to both "Bo" and "WC", Bert was a very 
violent person for several years after being released 
from the chain gang, and showed vile hostility toward 
everyone. It took Bo quite some time to finally get to be 
friends with Bert again, and this was in the ’40’s. 

There is also other conflicting information in that 
article. According to WC, one time only did Bert ever 
give Bo a clue to his family. The one clue was that his 
father was a railroad worker from Illinois, and when he 
got into trouble, he already knew much about the rails, 
and this made it easier to fade away. The statement 
about Bert not carving the reverse of a coin is totally 
incorrect, but just so happens that most of Bert’s works 
were on the obverse (as was possibly 99% of all Hobo 
Nickel Artists), as he normally carved what people 
wanted. if they wanted a portrait, why go to the extra 
time of cutting away a buffalo mass when you already 
had a partially finished tapestry on the obverse. 

The original statements by Bo about Bert always 
removing LI & Y from LIBERTY have since been 
totally disproven through sincere and painstaking 
microscopic study of cut lines, tool marks, etc. As the 
information in (my) new book states, only a small 
percentage of Bert’s work had his name on it. This was 
probably at the request of the individual purchasing the 
coins. 

Contrary to the statement of "hours to carve a 
nickel", both Bo and Tom Deason (Railroad Engineer 
from Indiana who not only supplied information, but 
nickels as well) stated that Bert could easily put out a 
masterpiece in an hour or less. When in demand, Bert 
could easily put out 10 - 15 coins per day, not a week, 

I did find the story very interesting, but J can not go 
along with the hobo (mentioned by “Mess Cook") being 
THE BERT, King of the Hobo Nickel Artists.

HOBO NICKELS

The annual national convention of hoboes is about to convene. It all takes place this weekend in the 
small Jowa town of Britt. A king and queen will be crowned and feted with a parade and mulligan stew. 

What's that you say? This isn’t quite your "cup of tea?" Well then, that’s because you must not be a 
collector of hobo nickels. 

This is "A-N-A’s Money Talks." The year was 1935. The nation was in the midst of the Great 
Depression. Money was tight - and people did whatever they could, just to exist. 

One of the most interesting and creative ways for itinerants, such as hoboes, to survive those tough 
times was to carve coins - changing a coin’s original design into something else. 

In 1913, a new five-cent coin was minted - a truly all American piece, designed by James Fraser. It 
featured the profile of a large Native American's head on the front, and a powerful buffalo on the reverse. 
Because the designs on this coin, known as the "Buffalo Nickel," had such large figures on both sides - it 
allowed the carvers a great deal of creative latitude. And did they ever take advantage of it! 

The Indian’s head was transformed into soldiers, clowns, ladies and even past Presidents - including 
Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln. The most popular subject was an ethnic person, usually wearing a 
derby and sporting a beard. This whole group of carved five-cent pieces is affectionately referred to as 
"Hobo Nickels." 

While we consider the common "nickel" almost worthless in today’s mega-dollar economy, it was a 
considerable sum in the ’30’s - when one of these unique carved coins could be bartered for a night’s 
lodging or a hot meal. 

Some hoboes were more skilled and creative than others, and a few even signed or initialed their 
works. A few may be found with the buffalo carved into a donkey, an elephant, a turtle - or, in one case, 
the undeniable bust of Mark Twain! 

So if you see an odd-looking carved nickel in your grandmother's jewelry box, don’t think too lightly 
of it. Chances are it once meant that a hobo had a warm place to sleep for the night - or some good home 
cooking from your kin-folk!
